Panel Says Firing Would 
Create Increased Haz- 
ard — Men Were to 
Have Left Department 
Next Thursday. 


An order directing the dismissal 
of 40 firemen as part of the city’s 
current economy drive was can- 
celed last night by Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann a few hours after 
the Circuit Court grand jury said 


the fire fighting force would 
create “an increased hazard to life 
and property.” 

The Mayor said that, “in view 
of the grand jury’s investigation 
and recommendation,” he had re- 
scinded the order calling for the 
layoff of the 40 firemen. The 
grand jury recommended the pres- 
ent membership of the force be 
retained, The dismissals were to 
— become effective next Thurs- 

ay. 

Although Fire Chief Frank 
Egenriether said two weeks ago 
that he could not reduce the pres- 
ent force of 875 firemen without 
reducing its efficiency, the econ- 
omy order stood. He was re- 
quested to reduce the force by 96, 
but after study cut this to 40 men. 

Quotes Fire Chief. 

In his statement rescinding the 
dismissals, the Mayor said that 
the Fire Chief had determined he 
could reduce the force by 40 men 
without impairing the efficiency 
of the department and the safety 
of the people. 

He referred to the grand jury’s 
report as “a conflict of opinion 
between the Fire Chief and a 
group of distinguished citizens sit- 
ting as a grand jury.” 

He added that he would resolve 
the conflict in favor of the grand 
jury’s recommendation. The sav- 
ing which would have been ef- 
fected by the dismissals during 
the balance of the present fiscal 
year was about $40,000.

A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 11— 
Democratic 
precinct captain for a powerful

side. His two sisters and his wife 
sobbed audibly and were quieted 
by bailiffs.

Collection Days and 
Districts Announced by 
City. 


Reduction of garbage collections 
from three to two times a week, 
ordered as an economy move to 


help meet the city’s financial crisis, 
will go into effect next Thursday, 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Arthur C. Meyers announced yes- 
terday. ~ 

He estimated total saving in St. 
Louis’s garbage collection bills 
from that day until next April, 
the end of the fiscal year, at $36,- 
500. That figure includes the 
wages of 42 persons, now employed 
in garbage cdilection, who are to 
be discharged 

The city has been divided into 
three, instead of two, districts for 
the purpose of garbage collection. 


Garbage collectors will work in} 


each of the new districts two days 
each week. 

In the southern part of the city, 
garbage will be collected on Mon- 
days and Thursdays. Collections 
will be made on Tuesdays and 
Fridays in central St. Louis, and 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays in 
North St. Louis. 

In Other Cities. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
garbage is collected no more than 
twice a week in many United 
States cities. The twice-a-week 
schedule prevails in Baltimore and 
Washington, he said, while collec- 
tions are made only once a week 
in Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Mil- 
waukee. In Cincinnati, he said, 
garbage is collected twice a week 
during the warm months and once 
each week during cold months.

Old Stocks on Farms, 
Reduced Estimate of 
Wheat Yield. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Need for food conservation is as 
great as ever, Government offi- 
cials said today following a De- 
partment of Agriculture report 
yesterday indicating a larger corn 
crop but a slightly smaller wheat 
crop was in prospect this year. 

Charles Luckman, chairman of 
the Citizens Food Committee, 
said: “There is no lessening of the 
need for food conservation.” 

The department estimated the 
country’s corn crop would be 54,- 
761,000 bushels larger than expect- 
ed a month ago. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son said the gain over the Sept. 1 
forecast was offset by a cut in 
the estimate of old-crop corn on 
the farms and by a two million 
bushel decline in the prospective

Rear- 
rangement of menus has not been 
completed, he said, but instead of 
meat next Tuesday inmates will 
eat spaghetti, macaroni or navy 
beans. This applies to the 60 
guards, too, es well as to city jail 
inmates, 

Lower vegetable prices will 
make it easter for St. Louisans to 
curtail consumption of meat, eggs 
and poultry. The homegrown crop 
pouring into market today forced 
down the wholesale price of beans, 
sweet potatoes, beets, turnips and 
mustard, in some cases as much 
as 50 cents a bushel.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11 (AP) 
—Bodies of 3028 American service 
men—‘the boys who never came 
back”—were home today. America 
reverently received them yester- 
day, and speakers wondered aloud 
about the troubled peace they 
won, 


Thousands of persons, gathered 
for the ceremony, heard Gov, Earl 
Warren declare “these boys de- 
Served a better result for their 
efforts” than 4 troubled, quarrel- 
ing world “so divided in its inter- 
pretation and concept of what the 
Allies had been fighting for.” 


The task of returning the fallen 
heroes of World War II from their 
overseas graves began with the 
arrival of the Army transport 
Honda Knot. In all, about 70 per 
cent of the 271,675 recorded burials 
will be brought home for re-burial 
in family plots and in national 
cemeteries, at a cost of about 
$177,000,000. A funeral ship from 
Europe is due at New York City 
Oct. 25. 

21-Gun Salute. 


The United States paid its high- 
est military salute—21 guns—to 
the Honda Knot’s cargo of caskets 
as the ship dropped anchor off the 
Marina shoreline just inside the 
Golden Gate. A wreath from Presi- 
dent Truman was put aboard. 

Mayor Roger Lapham of San 
Francisco announced: “With this 
wreath from the President of the 
United States, the whole country 
expresses its sympathy.” 

Six caskets will lie in state in 
the City Hall rotunda today. Then 
these and the other caskets will 
be sent with honor guards to 
homes of the dead throughout the 
nation. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark, Sixth Army 
commander, expressed the nation’s 
gratefulness to the war dead, and 
warned that “the peace that they 
won must not be a mockery.”

nations to “cease and desist,” 

United States Delegate Herschel 
V. Johnson told the Assembly’s 
57-nation political committee that 
his Government now was ready 
to accept the compromise, which 
“takes account” of the report of 
a Security Council commission 
which found the three had sup- 
ported the guerrillas and calls 
upon them “to do nothing which 
could furnish aid and assistance 
to the guerrillas,” 

The American concession 
cleared the way for a vote on the 
compromise and early completion 
of debate on the American reso- 
lution. Other points of the Amer- 
ican proposal, including establish- 
ment of a ill-nation watchdog 
commission, already have been 
approved by the committee over 
Russian objections. Russia and 
Poland both were elected to the 
commission despite their an- 
nouncement they would boycott 
its activities. 

Aside from Russia and Poland 
the countries chosen for repre- 
sentation on the watch over 
Greece's frontiers are the United 
States, Britain, France, China,

$28,000,000 Ordered 
Turned Over to Hard- 
Pressed Non-Commu- 
nist Government. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Hard-pressed Italy is to receive 
$28,000,000 worth of gold stolen 
from the Bank of Italy by the 
Germans and later captured by 
the United States Fifth Army. 

The decision to turn the gold 


over to the non-Communist Italian , 


Government was reached by the 
United States and Britain and an- 


nounced last night by the State 


Department. The department said 
Allied military had been instructed 
to make the transfer immediately. 

The gold, found in May 1945 at 
Fortezza, Italy, where the retreat- 
ing Germans had hidden it, will 
provide Italy with additional as- 
sets to continue wheat and fuel 
purchases during the winter. 

The Italian Government can 
either use this gold to furnish 
additional backing for its curren- 
cy or follow Britain’s example and 
sell it to the United States Gov- 
ernment for $35 an ounce. 

Michael McDermott, State De- 
partment ‘press officer, told a 
news conference the gold transfer 
should help Italy in its battle to 
control inflation at home and con- 
tinue purchases abroad. The agree- 
ment was signed in London by 
representatives of Britain and the 
United States on one hand and 
Italy on the other. 

Italy stands to receive an ad- 
ditional amount of gold estimated 
at around $30,000,000 to $35,000,000 
from the Tri-partite Gold Com- 
mission which sits in Brussels. 
This group will divide up the gold 
which the Nazis seized from con- 
quered countries and brought to 
Germany for safe keeping. 

The first distribution is sched- 
uled to begin Oct. 15 in response 
to a plea from the United States 
for speed in meeting ‘claims from 
hard-pressed European govern- 
ments, 


Romania Reported Turning Over 
$22,000,000 in German Gold. 

BUCHAREST, Oct. 11 (AP) — 
Dreptapea Noua, newspaper of the 
governmental National Peasant 
party, says the Romanian Cabinet 
has decided to hand over to the 
United States, Britain and France 
18 tons of gold in final payment 
of claims of Romanian gold 
abroad which they believe to be 
of German origin. (The value of 
3 tons of gold is 322,216, 

.) 

The report, published yesterday, 

said the 18 tons were at the Na- 
tional Bank of Switzerland at 
ern, 
The newspaper said the Cabinet 
decision was prompted by a 
United States and British note in 
August demanding cession of Ger- 
man gold in Romania’s possession 
in compliance with the peace 
treaty.

Meanwhile, Creedon’s statement, 
indorsed by President Truman, 
that he has no alternative but to 
approve local board recommenda- 
tions for rent boosts was under 
heavy fire from several quarters. 

Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, a liberal political group, 
called on President Truman to 
reconsider his stand and, if neces- 
sary, to ask the Attorney General 
for a formal ruling. 

President Benjamin C. Sigal of 
the A.D.A. Washington chapter 
said in a letter to Truman: “The 
housing and rent act specifically 
states that the housing expediter 
may approve or disapprove recom- 
mendations of the boards and that 
he shall approve where the recom- 
mendations are ‘adequately sub- 
stantiated.’ This language certain- 
ly does not require the. housing 
expediter to act as a_ rubber 
stamp.” , ; 

The American Veterans Com- 
mittee suggested that Creedon 
should read the law again.” AVC 
National Chairman Chat Paterson 
charged that the rent director was 


“scuttling” rent control. 

“Creedon,” he said, “hides be- 
hind the language of the 1947 rent 
act when convenient and disre- 
gards provisions of the act when 
inconvenient.” 

He denounced as a “weak-kneed 
decision” .Creedon’s approval 
Thursday of a rent boost for Louis- 
ville landlords, He said the deci- 
sion, if it sets a precedent for the 
nation, “will undermine all rent 
control.” 

Creedon’s office said a survey 
completed in August showed Louis- 
ville landlords were in a better 
position than they occupied in 
1939 but in less favorable position 
than in some years since then. 
The survey, conducted by the 
rent office, showed that Louisville 
owners of big apartments were re- 
ceiving on June 30, 1947, a net op- 
erating income 37.3 per cent high- 
er than on the same date in 1939. 
They were not so well off, how- 
ever, as in 1943, when their net 
income was 54.3 per cent above 
the 1939 level. Inc me has de- 
clined steadily since this peak. 
Operators of small rental struc- 
tures in Louisville were pictured 
as being 22 per cent better off 
than in 1939. Their best year was 
1944, when net income was 23.9 
per cent over that of 1939. 
Vacancies for big operators had 
dropped from 13.1 per cent in 
1939 to 0.1 per cent in 1947. Small 
operators, the survey showed, re- 
duced vacancies in the period 
from 5.1 per cent to none,

NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (UP)—A 
top scientist predicted ‘today that 
1,000,000 persons “will be sacrificed 


in atomic warfare” before science 
has a chance to apply atomic en- 
ma| ergy to the benefits of mankind. 


This expert, Prof. Charles D. 


ee Coryell, of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, said “atom- 


ic slaughter” is coming because 
the “great nations are blindly 


“Il stumbling toward the most de- 


structive war of history.” 


He told a meeting of the New 
York section of the American 
Chemical Society that the research 
factories now are turning out ra- 
dioactive isotopes for use in med 
icine and biology, but that their 
use might be overwhelmed by 
atomic war. 

He estimated that the “human 
toll” would be 1,000,000. Some 
scientists previously have esti- 
mated that a million persons 
might be killed in the first hour 
of such a war. 

Coryell, who headed the fission 
products section at the Clinton 
Laboratories, Oak Ridge., Tenn., 
and is now a consultant to the 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
on Long Island, said the “human 
race would be spared from atomic 
slaughtér” if the intellectual pow- 
er that revealed the secrets of 
the atom were applied to the es- 
tablishment of peace. 

Coryell, quoting from mytholo- 
gy, said that Prometheus taught 
man the use of fire, “thus freeing 
him from the perils of cold and 
darkness.” 

“For this,” he said, “Zeus, the 
jealous ruler of the gods, pun- 


ished Prometheus, chaining him 
to a mountainside and setting vul- 
tures to tear out his vitals. 

“In harnessing atomic energy, 
science has captured the basic 
energy source of the universe.” 

He said it is the hope of sei- 
entists that “man will not be pun- 
ished for this discovery by having 
his vitals torn out by the vultures 
of war.”

PRISONER HIDING 
IN QUARRY UNHURT 
BY DYNAMITE BLAST 


Workhouse Notes -Absence 
Too Late; His Attempt to 
Escape Fails. 


An attempt by Willard M. Hale, 
a former convict, to escape from 
the City Workhouse by hiding un- 
der a pile of loose rock in the 
quarry while a charge of dyna- 


mite was set off a few feet away, 
was described today by Warden 
Clarence Weismantel. The at- 
tempt was unsuccessful, and Hale 
was uninjured. 

Hale was sent to the Workhouse 
last April to serve a six-month 
sentence on a charge of passing 
bogus checks and carrying con- 
cealed weapons. He also was held 
for police at Fredericktown, Mo., 
where he broke out of jail while 
awaiting trial on charges of for- 
gery. On Sept. 27, a few days be- 
fore his Workhouse sentence was 
to expire, he slipped away from 
guards long enough to conceal 
himself under a pile of rock in 
the quarry just before 28 sticks 
of dynamite were detonated to 
loosen more rock. 

Weismantel said Hale apparent- 
ly’ hoped to stay in the rock pile 
until dark and then run away 
from the quarry, which is outside 
the Workhouse fence. His ab- 
sence was not noted when the 
quarry was cleared and the pris- 
oners counted before the blast, but 
was noted on a second count of 
prisoners. A fellow-prisoner then 
told where Hale was hidden, but 
the dynamite exploded before Hale 
could be removed. After an ex- 
amination by a physician, he was 
placed in solitary confinement and 
later was sent to Fredericktown.

Dr. Bredeck severely criticizes the Waite re- 
port on St. Louis milk supplies. He says that 
document, long suppressed but recently brought 
to light, should be “consigned to ashes.”

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Mr. Halleck Overlooks Something

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Trying to Intimidate the World

This in the face 
of the Assembly’s 34-to-6 vote in favor of the 
proposal—virtually à unanimous decision since 
the dissenting voices were those of only the 
Soviet Union and its satellites. 

M. Spaak; the Belgian delegate, went to the 
point of the present Assembly situation when he 
exclaimed: “We learn with stupefaction that 
Russia ... refuses to co-operate. We are con- 
fronted by a fact whose gravity no one can 
refute. We have been told by Russia, White 
Russia and the Ukrairie that they refuse to 
abide by our decisions. What are we going to 


do?“ 


The answer to his question, we hope, will be: 
Go ahead with the creation of the Balkan border 
commission. It already has been authorized, 
but the selection of its members has been mo- 
mentarily delayed. Russia itself is among those 
suggested by the United States. Here certainly 
is a gesture calculated to demonstrate American 
sincerity and to give the Kremlin every oppor- 
tunity not only to observe the work of the pro- 
posed commission, but also to participate in it. 

If the Soviet Government continues to balk, 
let the representative of some other nation be 
selected, but let the UN get on with its work. 
With all due respect for the desirability of 
unanimity among the great powers, it is never- 
theless intolerable that any one of them should 
bring the work of the UN to a dead stop. 
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UN, Refugee From the Dollar? 


Removal of the United Nations General As- 
sembly from the United States to Switzerland 
has been proposed to save dollars—not just 
money, but United States dollars. Nations oth- 
er than the United States are short of United 
States dollars because of the sickness of inter- 
national trade. It is a sickness that always leads 
to economic war unless cured in time, and some- 
times leads to shooting war. 

It is a bitterly ironic thing that UN should 
consider moving from Lake Success to Geneva 
to escape the consequences of a condition that 
could cause war, instead of seeking to cure the 
condition. If this is the spirit of the United 
Nations, the logical conclusion would be not 
only to move to Geneva, but also to provide the 
delegates with the most modern and up-to-date 
bomb shelter.

Case for the Aerial Sherlocks 


The weird behavior of that four-motored air 
liner over El Paso, which nearly cost 53 lives, 
is being investigated by the Civil Aeronautics 
Bureau. Its report is awaited with the greatest 
interest. 

A glance through the list of air disasters re- 
calls the mysterious crash of a two-motored air- 
liner in California in 1944 with the deaths of all 
24 aboard. The weather was not bad. The ship 
The only clew lay 
in the flight analyzer which was retrieved. This 
instrument recorded’ the altitude and direction 
the plane was flying. The graph showed that 
the two-motored plane suddenly turned upside 
down as did the four-motored plane in Texas. 
What caused the two-motored craft to capsize 
was never learned. Unexpected turbulent air 
seemed the most likely guess—yet any experi- 
enced pilot can cope with most turbulence ex- 
cept that in the worst of thunderheads. 

The two-motored plane undoubtedly was car- 
rying an automatic pilot, as was the four- 
motored craft. Both planes turned over in mid- 
air. The pilots of the big plane in Texas, with 
some luck and a hard fight, regained control of 
their ship when it was only 400 feet from the 
ground. If they had not, their fate and that of 


all aboard might have remained a mystery com- 


parable with that of the California crash. The 
aerial Sherlock Holmeses of the CAB should 
have a most interesting story to tell in the near 
future.

Arabs Are Not Indians 


The Mirror

Creation of Jewish state not as easy as drawing lines for Kansas, 
is says writer; Arabs cannot be pushed out as Indians were; partition 
must assure equal rights and benefits for both groups; their safety 
must be assured; otherwise UN had better ask British to stay. 


C. G. Paulding in The Commonweal : 


The papers have printed the map show- 
ing the partition of Palestine as pro- 
posed by the commission set up by the 
United Nations, and now the United Na- 
tions must decide whether or not that is 
the map we are going to see in the school 
books. When you look at the map it is 
very complicated; it is not like when they 
drew squares in the land-grant states; the 
map of Palestine does not look like the 
map of Kansas or 
Nebraska, There 
were Indians in the 
West when they 
drew the squares 
on the map; they 
just pushed the In- 
dians out. 


But when you 
make a Jewish 
state in Palestine 
there are the 
Arabs (indigenous) 
and you could push 
those Arabs out if 
the United Nations 
sent an army, but 
there are other Ben Hecht 
Arabs elsewhere, particularly where also 
there are oil wells, and so no one is very 
anxious to push the Arabs out of Pales- 
tine. Consequently the map showing an 
Arab state in Palestine, side by side with 
a Jewish state, tries to make everyone 
happy, the Arabs and the Jews—and pro- 
vision is made also for the holy places 
so that the Christians will be happy too. 


Americans Are Worrying 


The map is accompanied by enormous 


volumes of text explaining why Arabs, 


Jews and Christians can be happy and 
able to live as neighbors in peace. The 
text does not explain how the Christians 
can be happy together, and pray together, 
and stop fighting each other because: that 
would sound like Voltaire. 


The Jews, through their spokesmen, have 


accepted the map and the text; the Chris- 


* officially and unofficially, have said, 
as Christians, nothing at all; the Arabs 
have rejected the map and the text and 
have promised that they will drench “the 
soil of our beloved country with the last 
drop of our blood in the lawful defense of 
all and every inch of it.” 


The American Delegation to the United 
Nations is terribly worried about the Jews, 
the Arabs, the Russians, and about the 
possibility that partition will make the 
Arabs fond of the Russians, and also about 
the oil, and so the American Delegation 


has said only that it is going to think 


about this matter very seriously, and that 
it is going to give it grave consideration, 
and that some time no doubt it will have 
to say yes or no during the Assembly de- 
bate on a question of procedure, and that 
some time, when there is not a single ques- 
tion of procedure left to argue about with 
Mr. Gromyko, it may be compelled to say 
yes, America accepts partition, with all its 
risks, or no, America rejects partition, and 
will somebody propose something else. 


We are in trouble. We really are in 
trouble. Because up till now tbere has al- 
ways been Great Britain, but now Great 
Britain says no, we are getting out of 
Palestine now, we have been in trouble 
long enough, we are getting out of trouble

—not all trouble, but the Palestine trouble 
at least, the Jewish trouble. 


Up till now President Truman has been 
able to give the British whatever advice he 
thought desirable; he has been able to 
say whatever he thought would ‘please the 
less rabid supporters in this country of the 
Jewish state, He has been able to leave it 
to George (VI). Up till now Mr. Ben Hecht 
has been able to rejoice in the death of 
every British soldier murdered by mis- 
guided fanatics whom he helped incite. 


The British Are Leaving 


But now the British are leaving Pales- 
all the advice we have been 
giving them, together with the vilification, 
we now will have to give ourselves, and 
all the wondering as to why the British 
have been in Palestine, will now have to 
be wondering about whether we will have 
to be there ourselves—or the United Na- 
tions—or whether no one has to be there 
except the Jews and the Arabs, and 
whether if they are there all alone to- 
gether the latter will not massacre the 
former, 


That is the trouble with partition, and 
the maps and texts that explain how wise 
and just any given partition may be. Some 
times partition goes wrong after it has 
left the planning stage. The other trouble 
with partition is that sometimes there does 
not seem to be any other solution, 


The Jewish community in Palestine al- 
ready has been immensely favored over 
the Arabs, The British have given it physi- 
cal safety; money and machinery have 
been sent it from abroad. It will be very 
difficult for the Arabs in Palestine to ac- 
cept its existence as an independent state 
—should any open conflict arise, the Jews 
are lost. It follows that whatever state is 
granted to the Jews will have to be pro- 
tected by the power creating it. 


Fairness to Both 


That power can only be the United Na- 
tions. So that the decision before the As- 
sembly involves far more than the ques- 
tion of creating a Jewish state; it means 
that this state must not constitute a threat 
or, by its existence, be harmful to the Arab 
population of Palestine which outnumbers 
the Jewish population two to one; it means 
that the advantages given the Jews must 
be given equally to the Arabs; it means 
the necessity of an economic plan for all 
Palestine, Jewish and Arab; it means 
creating. an interdependence between all 
who live in the Holy Land. If partition 
and the creating of a Jewish state does 
not imply, and does not actually provide, 
guarantees of justice for all, then we had 
better ask the British to change their 
minds and stay in Palestine, and leave the 
Jews without a state.

It has taken a Virginian to write the 
best study of the New England Puritans. 
This is the achievement of Thomas Wer- 
tenbaker, who has written a book distin- 
guished by insight, readability and com- 
prehensiveness, 

Mr. Wertenbaker does not fall into th 
error of recoiling from Puritanism as a re- 
ligion of gloom, frustration and sex repres- 
sion or, on the other hand, of acclaiming 
the Puritans as liberty-loving democrats 
who came to the New World to establish 
religious and political freedom. While pay- 
ing tribute to the Puritan leaders for hav- 
ing kept alive in the American wilderness 
the fires of scholarship, he finds no evi- 
dence that they promoted democracy.

Indeed, the ideal of a church-state in 
which the suffrage was restricted to the 
minority-of the elect, perpetuated by the 
suppression of freedom of speech, with dis- 
sent stamped out by force, was one of the 
first of the anti-democratic systems agairist 
which Americans have struggled from the 
beginning. The true heroes of New Eng- 
land's history, in Mr. Wertenbaker’s opin- 
ion, were those who rebelled, “An oligarchy 
of church members,” he observes, “has no 
more place in the American system than 
. . » & Slave-holding aristocracy, or a plu- 
tocracy based on big business, or a prole- 
tarian dictatorship.” 

At first the Puritan experiment gave 
promise of being successful. Beginning as 
a church-state in which clergy and magis- 
trates co-operated in upholding the Puri- 
tan way of life, the community was ruled 
by a small group of the elect—visible saints 
whose superior godliness entitled them to 
the seats of power. In this dispensation 
the people were expected to acquiesce as 
unquestiqningly as they did to all other 
manifestations of God’s will. Yet always 
to the Puritans learning and ability were 
tokens of godliness, and the leaders were 
never deficient in these qualifications.

Skillfully Mr. Wertenbaker has traced 
the rise, decline and fall of the Puritan oli- 
garchy. That disaster ultimately overtook 
the Massachusetts church-state was owing 
to the rise of a liberal party within the 
church itself, the growth of rational 
the development of science, the hostility 
the English Government, the dissatisfac- 
tion of the great body of non-church mem- 
bers with a system which excluded them 
from religious and political benefits, and 
the emergence of Massachusetts as a pros- 
perous, business-minded part of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

In a large degree the Puritan Zion suf- 
fered eclipse because New England did not 
remain an isolated outpost, hermetically 
sealed against alien ideals. Those who, 
like Cotton Mather, attempted to revive 
the old order found that the Atlantic was 
not a barrier shutting out the world and 
all its corruptions. 

It was the Puritans who first demon- 
strated the fallacy of isolationism.

He told me in an 
interview in Rome that he felt 
compelled to take this step in 
order to try to save his party from 
obliteration. If he had not taken 
it, his following would have gone 
over to Communism, feeling there 
Was no alternative. 


At a critical moment, of course, 
when the Communists were ap- 
pealing for a united front of the 
left to oust the De Gasperi Gov- 
ernment, Guiseppe Saragat, lead- 
er of the right-wing Socialists, 
threw in his lot with the United 
States and the Marshall plan. 
While he has 51 seats in the Par- 
liament, there seems to be con- 
siderable doubt as to the extent 
of Saragat’s popular following. 


U.S.’s Outmoded Diplomacy. 


Failure to win over the moder- 
ate left is not so much the fault 
of individuals. The American dip- 
lomatic approach following the 
early British pattern, simply does 
not cover a sufficient range to 
take in politicians and political 
parties on the periphery of power. 

In the tradition of the diplo- 
macy of the past, all power was 
centered in the government—ac- 
tually in the king or in the king’s 
mistress. The diplomat was a per- 
sonal representative from one 


[Our Labor Attaches. 


American embassies and lega- 
tions now have labor attaches 
who specialize in reporting on 
labor problems. They seem for 
the most part to be able and alert 
with a broad knowledge of their 
field. But they work within the 
confines of a job with definite 
bureaucratic limitations. Those 
limits do not include political con- 
tact or political reporting. 


The labor attache knows that 
he may get his fingers burned if 
he oversteps the limits of his job. 
So he stays within bounds even 
though he may be aware of a vast 
field unexplored and unrelated to 
American interest. 


It is at this point that you see 
clearly what a tragic mistake it 
was for Congress to curtail so 
drastically the United States In- 
formation Service. Information 
officers were developing relation- 
ships outside the sphere of gov- 
ernment. Editors of varying 
shades of political opinion were 
assured of American interest. 
Then abruptly this was chopped 
down almost to nothing. 


Britain’s Two-Way Street. 


Take the British example. as a 
contrast. The British maintain 
information offices in a half dozen 
key provincial cities in France. 
The British themselves feel that 
the most important function of 
those offices is the opportunity 
they afford for Britishers with a 
knowledge of France to come in 
friendly contact with editors and 
politicians. This is a two-way 
street—knowledge is given and 
obtained. 


The United States Information 
Service had offices in two cities 
outside Paris. They are now closed 
because of the short-sighted econ- 
omy of the last Congress. A spe- 
cial congressional committee tour- 
ing more than a dozen European 
capitals to explore this very ques- 
tion already has become con- 
vinced of the need for an ex- 
panded Information Service, ac- 
cording to Chairman Karl Mundt 
of South Dakota. 

The entixe horizon of American 
interest must be expanded. This 
is essential for greater under- 
standing of the complex world in 
which we are living. It is also 
essential if we are to take the 
1 implied in the Marshall 
plan.

BIRTH OF A BABY 
UNDER HYPNOSIS 
AT JOHNS HOPKINS 


First Planned Clinical Use of 
Method in Obstetrical 
Case There. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Birth of a baby boy to a 22-year- 
old woman under hypnosis was 
confirmed yesterday by Johns 
Hopkins Hospital officials, who 
said it was the first planned clini- 
cal use of hypnosis in an ob- 
stetrical case at Hopkins, 


No anaesthetics were used ex- 
cept a small amount of novocaine 
immediately before delivery, they 
added. The baby was born 
Wednesday night. 


The woman, Mrs. Margaret 
Krebs Petrlik, a graduate of the 
John Hopkins nursing school, 


gave birth to a five-pound, 10- 


ounce baby after being hypnotized 
by Dr. Harold Rosen, Hopkins 
psychiatrist. 

“Hypnosis is only one of a num- 
ber of agents and procedures that 
can be used in obstetrics to les- 
sen pain and anxiety,” Dr. Rosen 
said. It should be carefully limit- 
ed to suitable cases.” 


ALABAMA ANTI-COMMUNIST 
ACT SIGNED, BECOMES LAW 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 11 
(AP)—A legislative act providing 
stiff penalties for subversive ac- 
tivity, which proponents say will 
outlaw the Communist party in 
Alabama, became law yesterday 
with the signature of Gov. James 
E. Folsom. 

The Governor’s office announced 
his approval of the measure be- 
cause it is “designed to prevent 
conspiracy leading towards an- 
archy or treason” and “does not 
endanger our civil liberties.” 

Proponents said during House 
debate that although the bill did 
not mention the Communists, it 
was aimed directly at them and 
said it was necessary to give law 
enforcement authorities a weapon 
to counteract their activity. The 
new law provides for fines up to 
$1000 and prison sentences up to 
two years for persons convicted 
of subversive actions, and deprives 
them of their citizenship.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP)—A 
fact-finding committee appointed 
by Mayor William O’Dwyer sought 
to confer today with AFL team- 
sters and the Railway Express 
Agency in an effort to break a 
strike deadlock.

Mahon agreed that continuing 
relief, particularly to Italy, is 
needed “to prevent chaos and col- 
lapse.” Richards indorsed that 
idea, but said the United States 
should grant it only under “strong 
conditions” as to how the relief 
is to be used. 

Case said this country already 
is obligated to keep people of the 
occupied territories from starving.

Must Save very Bushel. 


Anderson, in a 1adio address, 
said that. even if the 54,000,000- 
bushel gain had been clear wind- 
fall, instead of being offset by old- 
crop losses, “we couldn't afford to 
let down on the conservation 
campaign.” 

“The need is so great,” he said, 
“that we must save every bushel 
possible-—-not only to relieve suf- 
fering in foreign lands but also 
because every saving we make in 
foods made from grain or in foods 
produced, with grains means a 
move against inflation.” 


Americans were urged to save 
more food now so that their own 
future supplies may be assured. 


The possibility of further belt- 
tightening was raised by the out- 
look for fall-seeded grains in the 
Great Plains. Pointing out that 
reserves of wheat at harvest time 
next year will be small, Anderson 
said “it may be necessary to save 
grain for a greater carry-over 
(reserve) as well as for export.” 

He said there was no assurance 
now that crop conditions next 
year will be so good as to make 
a low reserve safe. 


The crop report said fall seeding 
of winter wheat and rye for har- 
vest next spring is being delayed 
in rich producing areas of west- 
ern Kansas, Oklahoma, northwest- 
ern Texas and New Mexico be- 
cause of dry weather. A mid- 
summer drouth in the Midwest is 
largely responsible for this year’s 
small corn crop and the current 
tight grain situation. 


President Truman's request for 
the voluntary meatless Tuesdays 
and eggless and poultryless Thurs- 
days has been criticized by sqme 
organizations and individuals, and 
there have been some. protests 
against the proposed 60-day shut- 
down of the nation’s distilleries. 


Distilleries Agree to Shutdown. 


The food committee reported 
that a clear majority of the major 
distillers has agreed to a 60-day 
shutdown to save grain for Fu- 
rope. 

Ot 39 companies represented 
here Wednesday when Luckman 
proposed the shutdown, 18 gave 
assent on the spot. A _ spokes- 
man for Luckman reported today 
that five more firms wired their 
agreement yesterday. 

Twenty-three major distillers 
now have agreed to the shutdown, 
with 16 still to be heard from. 

One of the messages came un- 
der protest. J, A. Engelhard, 
president of the Distilled Spirits 
Institute, an organization repre- 
senting 60 per cent of the indus- 
try, warned that the whisky-mak- 
ing holiday will bring “serious 
unemployment” as well as cattle- 
feeding problems. 

Nevertheless, Engelhard said 
that his concern, Glenmore Dis- 
tilleries Co., and its subsidiaries 
would suspend operations if the 
shutdown was ordered. He has 
stated the shutdown probably 
could start about Oct. 25. 

Livestock now being fed on dis- 
tillery by-products will “have to 
be fed on whole grain,” he said. 
Little grain will be saved, there- 
fore, he said, and the problem of 
feeding the large number of ani- 
mals in feeding lots near distill- 
eries will be “a serious one.” 

“We also feel,” Englehard added, 
“that labor should be given an 
opportunity to be heard before 
any final decision is made.” One 
distillery workers’ union officer 
has estimated that 100,000 workers 
would be laid off. 

Little Change in Prices. 

Meanwhile, the nation’s house- 
wives found little change in most 
food prices at retail markets from 
their high levels of the last sev- 
eral months. Although observance 
of the voluntary meatless and 
poultryless days for the first time 
this week did not receive full sup- 
port, millions of homemakers ap- 
parently have joined in the Presi- 
dent’s food saving program. Tru- 
man has said the responsibility 
for the success of the campaign 
“rests very largely” with the 
American housewife.

INDUSTRY AND TRADE 
IN ST. LOUIS LAST WEEK 


„Department store sales for the month of 
September registered a 9 per cent increase over 
the same month in 1946; cumulative sales of 
leading department stores here for the year 
through September, were 7 per cent ahead of 
last year’s comparative,’’ states Dun & Brad- 
street in weekly tabloid trade review of St. 
Louis. 

In general, retail sales of last week held 

even with sales of the previous week and showed 
a gain over the corresponding week a year ago. 
Last week, food market sales held even, and 
foodstuffs, except gelatin desserts, were zen- 
erally plentiful in supply. Retail prices on 
flour, citrus fruits and canned corn have not 
yet been subject to revisions which market 
analysts expect to result from heavy exports or 
storm and drouth conditions. Retailers of 
gypsum board and plumbing supplies report 
stocks are moved out soon after shipments are 
received, Retail jewelry sales thus far in 7 
are 20 per cent below peaks of several prior 
years. 
Manufacturers and wholesalers of curtains 
and similar house furnishings are noting the 
effect of cautious buying in the spring and 
summer months of dealers who curtailed pur- 
chases in the prospect of downward price revi- 
sions at the mills. Instead, prices were in- 
creased 10 per cent on Oct. 1, and dealers 
have been forced to buy heavily to replenish 
depleted stocks. Orders are in larger amounts, 
and re-orders are more frequent. Last week 
local wholesalers of women’s apparel experi- 
enced sharply increased sales, resulting in part 
from curtailed production of strike-bound fac- 
tories in the East. - 

For the past three months salable receipts 
at National Stockyards, National City, III., 
were ahead of receipts at all other stockyard 
centers in this country. Cattle receipts for 
September, in the history of this market, were 
exceeded only by this month's cattle receipts 
in 1934

Be Paid for 
Home Duties?

HERE is an idea among 

groups of children, especially 

those who live in homes that 
carry on a business like farming, 
dairy work, gardening and the 
like, that they should be paid for 
their work. Even some boys and 
girls who live in apartments and 
whose sole duty is to bring in the 
morning milk and the newspapers 
a money value on their 
services. vote no. 

Would these children pay their 
mothers for what they do for 
them? Or pay father for what 
he does for them They make no 
mention of it. Home is not a 
commercial undertaking. It is an 
emotional situation involving a 
group of people who love each 
other and who delight in serving 
each other. 

It is mother’s pleasure to make 
a beautiful hat, gloves and scarf 
for daughter, to cook doughnuts 
for son, to knit him a scarf and a 
cap, to sit by his bedside in sick- 
ness. It is her pleasure to stay 
home in order to save the money 
the entertainment would cost to 
allow son and daughter to attend 
their school party in fufl regalia. 
How about that? No money could 
begin to pay for it. 

* * * 


THE BOY AND girl who at- 
tends high school, even those who 
are in the junior schools, need 
some money and their parents 
would be wise to give them an 
allowance in accordance with the 
family income and the children’s 
needs. The children should ex- 
plain their requirements, and the 
parents then should come to an 
agreement as to how and when 
they are to be met. 

If children are granted a small 
‘allowance in the beginning, when 
they ask for pennies for their 
precious odds and ends, if some- 
body takes the time and trouble 
to show them how to get the most 
for their mo..ey, how to plan 
ahead, how to save for specific 
things, the children begin to learn 
how to use money. This is a valu- 
able department of their educa- 
tion and one that lies wholly with- 
in the home circle, If this training 
is well handled through the early 
ears, by the time the children are 
igh school students they are re- 
sponsible people and can handle 
their own funds intelligently.

THERE IS A TIME when chil- 
dren can be paid in some degree 
for their services. When boys and 
girls in their later teens do work 
at home that would cost a bit of 
money to have somebody hired to 
do it, they should be paid at least 
a share of the labor cost. Usually 
such boys and girls are saving for 
some object like education, or a 
business of their own. They are 
old enough to be partners in the 
family concern and should be 
treated accordingly. 

But there should be no idea in 
any child’s head that his parents 
owe him wages because he helps 
a bit around the house. Home is 
not a commercial enterprise. Fa-

Apple pie is such a popular des- 
sert that most people would wel- 
come it the year around if high 
quality apples made it available. 
The natural enzyme in apples, 
however, causes such a decline in 
the firmness and flavor of the. 
tissue that it will not make real- 
ly good pie much later than De- 
cember. Those who have been 
doing serious experimental work 
on freezing apples have found 
ways of preserving firmness, fla- 
vor and color. Dipping the fresh- 
ly sliced apples in a 0.1 per cent 
solution of calcium chloride from 
four to eight minutes enables the 
calcium in the solution to react 
with the pectic acid in the apples 
to form calcium pectate which 
lends additional firmness to the 
apple slices and at the same time 
prevents browning. Unless home- 
makers have a very accurate way 
of weighing the caiclum chloride 
and measuring the water (to 
make a 0.1 per cent solution, add 
three grams calcium chloride. to 
three liters of water) then they 
should have their druggist make 
up a one-tenth solution for them. 
If this is not practical, then the 
use of sodium bisulfite as de 
scribed below is practical. 

Freezing Apples. 

Suitable varieties: Greening, 
Baldwin, Northern Spy, Jonathan. 

Desirable characteristics: At 
best stage for eating out of hand; 
Crisp, tart, ripened to full flavor, 
Not mellow. Choose best speci- 
mens, avoid any with worm holes 
or blight. Preparation: Avoid 
bruising; wash, peel and slice 
enough apples to fill several car- 
tons. Place at once in a freshly 
mixed solution of sodium bisulfite 
and hold for five minutes, 

Sodium bisulfite solution is 
made by dissolving one and one- 


half teaspoons of the bisulfite in 


a gallon of water.) The apple 
slices are held in this solution at 
a temperature of 60 degrees to 70 
degrees Fahrenheit for about five 
minutes, then drained. Sodium 
sulfite may also be used but is 
not as satisfactory. Be sure to buy 
the sulfite; DO NOT BUY SUL- 
FIDE, . 

Sprinkle layers in a bow] evenly 
with sugar (one pound to five or 
six pounds apples). Allow to stand 
a few minutes until sugar is dis- 
solved. Stir carefully to coat all 
slices with juice that forms, Pack 
tightly in moisture-resistant con- 
tainers. Seal and freeze at once. 
One-half bushel (20 to 25 pounds) 
makes 10 to 15 quarts frozen,
